Over 100,000 Persons Fled From the
Russian 0il City to Avoid

THE DREAD ASIATIC SCUURGE.

Bodies of Many Vietims Buried Benesth
Dwelling Houses.

PUTTING A PREMIUM ON CONTAGION

The terrible devastation of the cholera in
Baku, ttassis, is described in,.htier jost
received by Mr. John Eaton, of Pittsburg,
from L. D. Gallingan, who is now looated
in that eity, Mr. Gsllingsn says: “I think
you are right in thinking the cholera will
not be entirely finisbed bere before the end
of December, as the weather will be warm
till that time. Iam glad to be able to say
that we consider the city already quite free
from the dread disease. There sre wvet n
few cases, but they are Isclated from the
city, and are reported as nearly recovered.

““Ag the papers say little about the
cholera in Baku, I will tell you the history
of it since it began here. It first broke out
sbout June 1 and by the 6th there had been
& dozen cases, nearly all fatal. On the 10th
about 40 cases were reported. From the
time the first case was reported, there gom-
menced a general stsmpede from the city.
Everyone who conld get away, including

ur humbie servant, scemed to have press-

bosiness out of town. In the first two
weeks 44,000 had gone by rail toward Tiflis
and Bstoum and 30,000 by the Caspian Ses,
while some 10,000 more went by carriages,
sn horseback and on foot to neighboring
villages.  Many carried the germs of the
disease with them and gave it such s start
that it soon spread overall Eorope and
threatened America. You will observe that
I have noted the departures from here for
only the first two Yeeks

Only 10,000 I'ersons Repained.

**The next two weeks increased the num-
ber largely, so that out of s population of
125,000 for Baku und its suburbs, it is esti-
mated that st one time, deducting deaths
and departures, not over 10,000 people re-
mained, The official report gives 8,000 as
the number of deaths resulting from the
disease, but all xpow that one-half,
or perhaps much less, was all that was
reported,

“The city contsins some 30,000 Tartars
whe live in holes, back alleys snd filthy
places. The mortality was grestest among
this class and as their religious views for-
bid that a OCbrisiian should toueh their
dead bodies, they never reported their
cases, but did the best they could among
themeelves—burying their dead at night in
sbscure places and frequently in their own
dooryards, under the floors or in the cel-
lare In one house 16 bodies were discov-
ered buried under the floor, while the
family oocupied it ss us The anthori-
ties as soon as they found this out satur-
sted the house with petroleum and burned
the whole structure with all its contenta
During the last of July and the firstof
A t the deaths averaged 530 per day

n safe estimate of the total number of
dmh may be put at 15,000 During the
worst days it was impossible to prooure
coffins or even romgh boxes, so the bodies
were wrapped in matting or something
else, and great numbers thrown together
into large excavatione and covered with
lime.

Carrylng Away the Dead In Carts.

Tt wasa common sight to see carts going
through the streets ladened with dead
bodies without sny covering—legs and
arms protruding out from the mass and
loosely dangling with the motion of the
vehigle. fu some instances Tartars wers
discovered ing through the streets with
osris Jomded with of flour, but when
examined closely the inner bags of the pile
were found to contain dead bodies The
outer ones welrdz f‘l’ied with flour -tucl; u—;..
irequently 8o unsus ople by
thel‘l‘trhn after they mpmlm olp their
ghustly eargoe.

“The city hus about 500 carriages for
hire, but only 20 remained. Those remaio-
ing were forcibly detaived by the eivil
suthorties, who paid them 214 roubles per
day in addition to what they could earn.
Thess were used to earry sick peo-
ple to the bospitais, desd bodies to the
csmeteties, and in the interval they wers
hired by the living who wanted to use
them.

“When cholera broke out there were
some 30 doctors in the city, but after two
weeks all but four had fled. When this be-
came known the Government sent doctors
and compelled the autherities of the city to
furnish medicines and disinfectants

Disappointod by Bad Business,

“Anamusing incident oecurred ata station
some ten hours west of Baku At this

int the railrond company established &

ospital, as on every frain some were either
awk ordead. At this siation the sick were
taken to the hospital from the train and the
dead were removed to be buried. Two Rus-
sion laborers were emploved to convey to
the siek or the dead from the train. They
received for each sick person one rouble for
their work snd for each, desd person two
roubles. Under the doctor’s instructions to
drink plenty of *vodka,” they did their
gruesome duties most cheerfully. So when
one train arrived both rusbed outon the
platiorm. one ginging ont: ‘Enn. bow
many sick and dudm there to-day?’

“Not a one,” answered the guard, mly
one indisposed, sud she not very badly.’

*The other fellow yelled out in great dis-
appointment, ‘D—l take the luek." He
was comforted, however, by his companion,
who said: ‘Well, never mind, God grant
there till be some to-morrow. Come and
take s vodka with me.” It is useless to say
he went.

*On board the steamer were two Geor-
gian ladies—sisters, Neither of them eould
Russian, One of them became quite
ill and the stewardess reported the emse to
'l.hl doctor, who immedintely went to their
cabin. In the mesutime, however, the sick
sister u:fped out. The doetor upon his ar-
rival, finding a Indy Iying down, supposed
it to be the one who was ailiag and insisted
upon her taking the medicine which he of-
fered. Shenot being able to srgue with
him, and thinking it was to be some sort of
& preveotive, took the dose. The sick

Many qf the il works and
ere stopped for want of men to ron
Nearly all the retugees have re-
trmad now and business begins to asaume
its former aspect, although the epidemic
hns left its mark, and every one elaims to be
hard up. We can hardly expect a revival
in business before spring. O1l s a little
better price; erude st the wellsbeing worth
from one to two kopecks per acvord-
ing to quality, and refined in bulk on board
cars seven kopecks.

MEmPIs, Dec. 25, —The white population
of Mississippi isto be increased by 50,000
German immigrants, Arraugements have
been perfected by the Ithinois Central to
bring the sforementioned number of Teu-
tons to America and colonize them in the
Yazoo delts, along the line of the Louis-
ville, New Orleans and Texas Railroad,
which was purchased by the Illinois Cen-
tral last spring. The Louisville, New
Orleans and Texas Railroad Compuny owns
vast traots of veluable but uncultivated
land between Memphis and Vicksburg.

1t 1 not the purpose of the Illinois Cen-
tral Company, however, to settle the Ger-
mans on shis land. It is intended that the
owners of contiguous lf roperty sball sell to
the immigrants, in which event the rail-
road’s lands will be enbanced in value
Efforts to settle the fertile country along
this line of the Lonisville, New Orleans
and Texas road with negroes have been
made, but without success, the negro being
a failure as n home-maker. It is thought,
however, that the Germans will remain
where they settle, as care has been taken to
diversify the occupstions of the settlers
There will be artisaps of all kinds anda
fair sprinkling of professional men among
the settlers
